This book is a collection of sayings from the salaf and scholars of ahlul sunnah refuting their beliefs 
and affirming the attributes of Allah. This short book is a response to the Jahmi’s who deny and 
reject what Allah has said for himself through the Prophet Muhammad * as affirmed by the Salaf 
as-Salih and the Ulema of Ahlus Sunnah Wal Jama’ah.

They 
said that no place is devoid of Him [ie, He is everywhere], and there is no meaning to describe Him 
with the aboveness of place, as that would attribute to Him being in a place without being in 


another place. [these are the Jahmiyyah] 


And others said: The meaning of that is that He is Al-‘Aliy (the Most High) above His creation 
by the elevation of His place over the places of His creation. For He, exalted is His mention, is 


above all His creation, and His creation is below Him. Just as He described Himself as being 


on the Throne, He is elevated over them in that way. [These are Ahl As-Sunnah]””

‘Allahu Akbar’) thrice, and then said: Hallowed is He Who subdued for us this (ride) and we were 
not ourselves powerful enough to use It as a ride, and we are going to return to our Lord. O Allah, 
we seek virtue and piety from Thee in this journey of ours and the act which pleaseth Thee. O 
Allah, lighten this journey of ours, and make its distance easy for us. O Allah, Thou art (our) 
companion during the journey, and guardian of (our) family. O Allah, I seek refuge with Thee from 
hardships of the journey, gloominess of the sights, and finding of evil changes in property and 


family on return.”

Allah, Mighty and Majestic, is above the heaven, and His knowledge is in every place; no place 
is devoid of Him.’

Muhammad ibn Bakr Told us: Abu Dawood said: I asked Ahmad ibn Salih al-Misri about someone 
who says, "The Qur'an is the word of Allah” but does not say "created" or "uncreated." He 


said: "This person is doubtful.””

Imam Malik Ibn Anas (41! 4«a)) said : “Whoever says that the Qur’an is created is hurt with 


strikes and imprisoned until he dies.””° 


40 - Imam Ibn Battah Al-Ukbari ù 4a, Said: 

After that, that he knows without any doubt, uncertainty and hesitation: 

That the Quran is the Word (or Speech) of Allah and His revelation. In it are the meanings of 
His Tawhid, the knowledge of Him, His favors, His Attributes and His Names. And it is 
Knowledge from His Knowledge and not created. And no matter how it is read, how it is 
written, where it is recited, where it is located — whether this is in the heaven or on earth — 
memorized in the Preserved Tablet, in the Masahif (pl. Mushaf), written in the scrolls of the young 
boys, or engraved in rocks, in all situations and from all aspects, then it is the Word of Allah and 
not created. 

a. And whoever says: “It is created.” 

b. Or says: “It is the Word of Allah”, and then stops or doubts 

c. Or he says it with his tongue (i.e. that it is the Words of Allah), and keeps it secret in his 
heart (i.e. that it is created). 

Then he is a kafir, his blood is permissible, he has nothing to do with Allah and Allah has 
nothing to do with him. And whoever doubts regarding his kufr, or hesitates in declaring 
takfir upon him, then he is (also) a kafir, due to the Words of Allah the Exalted: 

“Rather, it is a Majestic Quran. In the Preserved Tablet.” (Al-Burtj 85:21-22) “So that he may hear 
the Words of Allah.” (At-Tawbah 9:6) “That is the Command of Allah which He revealed to you.” 
(At-Talaq 65:5) So whoever claims that even one letter of it is created, then he has verily 
committed kufr without any exception. And the evidences for this in the Quran, and the 
argument from the Mustafa @ are more than it is possible to count, and more clear than it is 


possible to hide.” 


41 - Imam ‘Abdullah Ibn Ahmad 4! 44a) reported : 

A Shaykh of ours, Basri, told me, Abdah bin Muhammad told me, Abdullah bin Al-Mubarak told 
us:I heard Sufyan Al-Thawri say: Whoever claims that the words of Allah ®: “O Moses! It is truly 
I. I am ’Allah—the Almighty, All-Wise.” [An-Naml verse 9] is created;He is an infidel, a 
Zindeeq/heretic, and his blood is halal.“

[preserved] within the breasts of those who have been given knowledge.” [Al-‘Ankabat: 49].”” 


45 - Imam Harb al-Kirmani 4! 4a) said: 

“And the Qur’an is the Word (or Speech) of Allah, spoken by Him, and it is not created. So 
whoever claims that the Qur’an is created, he is a jahmi kafir. And whoever claims that the 
Qur’an is the Word of Allah and then stops, and he does not say: ‘It is not created’, he is worse 
in kufr than the first one (i.e. who claimed it is created) and more evil in his saying. 

And whoever claims that our pronunciation and our recitation of the Qur'an is created, and 
that the Qur'an is the Word of Allah, he is an evil jahmi innovator. And whoever does not 


declare takfir upon these people [labeling them as kuffar], and all of the Jahmiyyah, he is just 


like them (in judgment).””° 


46 - Imam Harb ibn Isma‘l al-Kirmani 4) 434 stated: 

“The Jahmiyyah are the enemies of Allah, and they are the ones who claim that the Qur’an is 
created, that Allah (¥) did not speak to Masa (#), that He will not be seen [in the Akhirah 
(Hereafter)], that there is no known place (Makan) for Him, and that He has no Throne, nor 
a Kursi and many other things I even hate to narrate. And they are Kuffar (disbelievers) 


Zanadiqah (heretics), enemies of Allah, so be aware of them.””

“And Abū Muhammad Ibn Kullab, and those who agreed with him, as well as Al-Ash‘ari and 
others, said: "The Qur’an is not created. Whoever says it is created is a kafir (disbeliever), except that 
Allah does not speak in Arabic or any other language, and His speech does not follow poetic 
structure, composition, or sequence, and it does not consist of letters or sounds.’ By saying this, 
they have made it clear that the Qur'an they deny to be created is not in Arabic, and it has no 
beginning or end. And the one who denies the Arabic Qur’an and that it is the speech of 
Allah, is a kafir (disbeliever) by consensus of the scholars. And the one who believes in [another] 


Qur’an that is without a beginning or end, is also a kafir (disbeliever) by their consensus.””*

Ibn Al-Muthanna narrated to us, saying: Muhammad Ibn Ja‘far informed 
us, saying: Shu‘bah narrated to us, saying: Ubayd Al-Muktib informed me, saying: I heard 
Mujahid reporting from Ibn ‘Umar (© 4 %3), who said: «Allah Almighty created four 
things with His own Hand: the Throne, the Gardens of Eden, the Pen, and Adam. Then, He said 


to the rest of creation, ‘Be’ and it was.»””° 


56 - Imam At-Tabari 4! 4a) said: 

They said: Thus, in the verse 'But His hands are outspread,' informing His servants that His 
blessings are innumerable, it does not make sense in Arabic that two hands would refer to all. 
This indicates the error of those who say the word ‘hand’ here means 'blessing,' and affirms 
the correctness of those who say 'the hand of God’ is an attribute of His. They said: This is 
also supported by the reports from the Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) and by

And with 
extremists he means the people of Sunnah. He means that no-one can have two right hands, nor is 


anyone described as having two right hands. Rather a right and a left hand, according to his claim. 


Abū Sa’id said: Woe to you, O opposer! The Messenger of Allah @ verily meant with the two 
Hands what is normally said while intending the right and the left. But its interpretation of 
“And both of His Hands are right” is, that they are free from weakness, just as there in our 
left hands are deficiency and lack in grabbing.

“Whoever says that Allah * isn't above His ‘Arsh (Throne) is a kafir (disbeliever), and 
whoever claims that Allah ® didn't speak to Misa * is a kafir (disbeliever).”””

Know, may Allah have mercy upon you, that whoever claims to be on the religion of Ibrahim # 
and the faith of Muhammad ®, considering himself a follower of the Islamic Shari‘ah, and 
then denies that Allah spoke to Misa (#5), has indeed nullified what he claimed of the Islamic 
faith. He has lied in asserting that he is among the Muslims, opposed the words of Allah, and 
rejected what Jibril & conveyed to Muhammad * . He has opposed the Qur’an, the Sunnah, 
and the consensus of the Ummah. Allah * has stated (as translated to): «And Allah spoke to 
Moses with [direct] speech (takliman)» [Qur'an 4:164] and «And when Moses arrived at the 
appointed time and his Lord spoke to him.» [Qur'an 7:143] He also said, «Indeed, I have chosen 
you over the people with My messages and My Speech.» [Qur'an 7:144] and «Indeed, I am Allah. 
There is no deity except Me, so worship Me and establish prayer for My remembrance.» [Qur’an 
20:14] Furthermore, Allah (*) said (as translated to), «O Moses, verily, I am Allah, the Exalted in 
Might, the Wise.» [Quran 27:9] and «O Moses, indeed it is I, Allah, the Lord of the worlds.» 
[Qur'an 28:30] And He said, «O Moses, indeed I am your Lord, so remove your sandals. Indeed, 
you are in the sacred valley of Tuwa.» [Quran 20:12] and He said, «Has the story reached you, of 
Moses, when his Lord called him in the sacred valley of Tuwa?» [Qur'an 79:15-16] 


So, the wretched denier jahmi rejected all of this, opposed it, and denied it. He says, "Allah 
has never spoken, nor does He speak." He claimed that his Lord is like the deaf, dumb, blind, 
mute stones that the Jahiliyyah used to worship—incapable of hearing, seeing, speaking, 
benefiting, or harming. Despite this, he asserted that he [the jahmi] intends to exalt and 
elevate Allah above any resemblance to human beings who speak, hear, and see. He says,

through the means of vocal instruments. 


They also said, "Allah created something and expressed it, and He created a sound, so He 
made Masa hear that speech.” We asked, "Have you witnessed it and observed it to the extent 
that you know it was like this?” They replied, "No." We asked, "Have you heard that the 
Messenger of Allah # said that?” They said, "No." We asked, "Has Allah * revealed this in 
His previous scriptures, or did any prophet among the earlier prophets say it?” They replied, 


"No, but reason indicates what we have said.”

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We asked, "Is it permissible for a created being, whom Allah created and fashioned, to say, 
«Indeed, I am Allah. There is no deity except Me, so worship Me and establish prayer for My 


remembrance.» [Qur'an 20:14]?” Thus, whoever claims that the speaker to Misa @ was other 
than Allah has indeed claimed that Allah created a creation that claimed Rubibiyyah 
(Lordship), and Misa * responded to and worshiped it besides Allah, he then conveyed a 
message of a created being to Pharaoh, commanding him to worship other than Allah. Allah is 
high above that by great sublimity. Allah ® described His Book with (as translated to) «In clear 
Arabic language.» [Qur’an 26:195] and He said (as translated to), «And We did not send any 
messenger except [speaking] in the language of his people.» [Qur'an 14:4]. 


The people of knowledge have known through the speech of Arabs and the eloquence of the 
language, that speech is only from a speaker, just as a messenger is only from a sender, and a 
grant is only from a giver. Allah (®) said (as translated to), «And Allah spoke to Moses with 
[direct] speech (takliman)» [Qur'an 4:164], He added 'takliman’ (with [direct] speech) for 
emphasizing the speech and negating metaphor. It is not permissible for a person to say, "I spoke 
to so-and-so in my book and on the tongue of my messenger, with direct speech (takliman)." Aba 
Yusuf Ya‘qab Ibn Yusuf informed me, saying: Abū Bakr Ibn Fardah narrated to us, saying: Ishaq 
Ibn Ya‘qub narrated to us, saying: Muhammad Ibn Ghazwan informed me, he said: I asked 
Al-Asma‘t about the saying of Allah, the Most High, (as translated to), «And Allah spoke to Moses 
with [direct] speech (takliman)» [Qur’an 4:164]. He said, "It is a confirmation (takid) of His 
speech, meaning that there is no interpreter or messenger between them." I asked, "So, what is the 
context of this speech?” He replied, "It is like when a man says, 'I will surely strike you a blow’ or 'I 
will certainly do something to you." Then Allah (*) said (as translated to), «Indeed, I have chosen 
you over the people with My messages and My Speech.» [Quran 7:144]. He made a distinction 
between the message and the speech because all the messengers and prophets of Allah were indeed 
sent by Him with revelation. If it were not for what Allah *® specified for Misa “ in terms of speech 
without an interpreter, He would not have said (as translated to), "and with My Speech". Masa # 
had a virtue and distinction over others who were not spoken to by Allah [directly], and were not 
specified with what He specified for Misa =. However, the Jahmiyyah did not base what they 
claim on direct observation, nor they believe in what Allah Himself informed in His Book, or 
accept the statements of the Messenger of Allah and his Sahaba. They do not say what the 
muslim Ummah agreed upon, nor do they conform to the language of Arabs and its 
eloquence. They worship their desires, professing beliefs without sound reasoning. And

In 
it there is an hour if one supplicates to his lord for good that has been allotted to him, he will 
receive it, or (supplicates for) something that has not been allotted to him, except that he will have 
preserved for him that which is greater than it. Or if he seeks refuge upon it from evil that was 
written to afflict him, then he is granted refuge. Or he seeks refuge from something that was not 


written for him, then he is granted refuge from an affair greater than it. 


So I said what is this black spot? He said: This is the hour (i.e the day of judgment) it will be 
established on a Jumu’ah. It is the leader of all the days with us, in the hereafter we will call it, “The 
day of ‘Mazid’ (The increase) So i said: Why do you call it the day of ‘Mazid’? he said: ‘Indeed 
your lord has taken a vast valley in Jannah made of white musk (In one version “Dunes of 
white musk’). On the day of Jumu’ah he descends from above the seven heavens until he is 
over the Kursi. He surrounds his Kursi with pulpits of light, then the prophets come and sit 
upon them. Then the pulpits are surrounded with chairs of gold and the martyrs and the 
truthful come and sit upon them. Then the People of Jannah will come and sit upon the 
dunes (of white musk), then their lord * reveals himself to them and they look at his face. 


Then he says to them: “I am he who has been truthful in my promise to you, and perfected my

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favors upon you, This is the place of my ennoblement! Ask of me! So they ask him for his good 
pleasure, He says to them “It is My good pleasure that has caused you to enter my abode! and 
caused you to attain my ennoblement! So ask of me! So they ask of him until their desires are 
fulfilled. Then he opens up for them at that point what no eye has seen or ear has heard, and has 
not occurred to the heart of any human being (this will continue) until the time that people turn 
away after jumu’ah. Then the Lord * ascends over his Kursi and the prophets and the martyrs 
ascend with him) then the narrator mentions) I think he said: “And the Inhabitants (of Jannah) will 
return to their abodes which are made of unbroken pure white pearl having no taint or (made of) 
red ruby or green emerald. Their rooms and doors are made from it, its (Jannah) rivers flow within 
it continuously and its fruits hang low, they have within it their spouses and their servants. And 
they have no desire for anything more than they do the day of Jumwah, that they may increase in 
his ennoblement and that they may increase in looking at his face — Blessed and exalted be he — and 


for that reason it is called the day of ‘Mazid’ (The Increase)'” 


100 - Imam Al-Barbahari 4) 40a) said: 

"If you hear a man saying: "We glorify Allah" when he hears the narrations of the Messenger of 
Allah know that he is a jahmi. He intends to reject the Hadith of the Messenger of

He became angry and said: ‘Its 
interpretation is as it is read. He is upon His Throne, and His knowledge is in every place. 


Whoever says other than this, may the curse of Allah be upon him.""* 


113 - Imam Tirmidhi 4) 4a) said: 
"Allah, Blessed and Exalted, mentioned in various places in His Book: the hand, the hearing, 


& the seeing. The Jahmiyyah interpreted these verses, explaining them contrary to what the 
people of knowledge explained. They said: ‘Allah did not create Adam with His hand,’ & they 


said: "The meaning of the hand here is power." 


114- Imam ad-Darimi 4) 4a) said: 

"Allah, Blessed and Exalted, said: 'Rather, both His hands are extended; He spends however He 
wills’ [Al-Ma'idah: 64], and ‘What prevented you from prostrating to what I created with My 
hands?’ [Sad: 75]. These people said: 'Allah does not have hands, and He did not create Adam 
with His hands. Rather, His two hands mean His blessings & provisions.’ They claimed about 
the hands of Allah something worse than what the Jews claimed: "The Jews say, "The hand of 
Allah is chained” [Al-Ma'idah: 64]. The Jahmiyyah said: "The hand of Allah is created because 
blessings and provisions are indeed created!’ This is impossible in the language of the Arabs, 
let alone it being disbelief. It is impossible to say: 'He created Adam with His blessing,’ and it is 
impossible to say regarding Allah's statement: 'In Your hand is [all] good’ [Al-Imran: 26], 'In Your 
blessing is good,’ because good itself is the blessings themselves. It is impossible to say regarding 
Allah's statement: "The hand of Allah is over their hands’ [Al-Fath: 10]. The blessing of Allah is 
over their hands.’ Rather, He mentioned the hand here along with the mention of the hands in the 
act of pledging allegiance with hands, so He said: Indeed, those who pledge allegiance to you, [O 
Muhammad] - they are actually pledging allegiance to Allah. The hand of Allah is over their hands. 
So he who breaks his word only breaks it to the detriment of himself’ [Al-Fath: 10]. 


It is impossible to say: ‘Rather, both His hands are extended’ [Al-Ma'idah: 64] means 'His blessings 


are extended,’ as if He only has two extended blessings, when His blessings are countless and

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immeasurable. Therefore, we say: This interpretation is impossible in speech, let alone it being 
disbelief. We also declare their well-known disbelief because they do not affirm for Allah, 
Blessed and Exalted: a face, or hearing, or seeing, or knowledge, or speech, or any attribute, 
except with misguided interpretation. They have been exposed and their flaws have become 
evident. They say: 'His hearing, His seeing, His knowledge, and His speech are all one and the 
same,’ and that He Himself is in every place, in every closed house, and in every locked box.

“If that is the case, and it is not considered clear from us to speak to others in a way that the 
addressed person does not understand, then it is known that it's not permissible for the One 
who is exalted in mention to address any of His creation except with what the addressee 
understands. And He does not send a messenger to any of them with a message except in a 
language and with a statement that the addressee understands, because if the addressee and 
the recipient do not understand what they have been addressed with and what has been sent 
to him, then his condition is the same before the speech and before the arrival of the message 
to him and after it, since the speech and the message did not benefit him with anything that 
he was ignorant of before that. And Allah, the Most Glorious, is far above addressing a speech or 
sending a message that does not result in a benefit to the one who has been addressed or to whom it 
has been sent, because this is from the actions of the deficient and the unwise among us, and Allah, 
the Most High, is far above that, That's why He said in His decisive revelation [as translated to]: 
"And We sent not a messenger except [speaking] in the language of his people to state clearly for 
them." [Qur’an 14:4], and He said to His prophet Muhammad ® [as translated to]: "And We have 
not revealed to you the Book, [O Muhammad], except for you to make clear to them that wherein 
they have differed and as guidance and mercy for a people who believe.” [Qur'an 16:64]. So, it is 
not permissible for someone to be guided by what he is being guided to if he is ignorant of it. 


So it has become clear from what we have said and described that the Book of Allah, which 
He revealed to our Prophet Muhammad * [through the tongue of Muhammad #] is Arabic. 
This clearly indicates that the Qur'an is Arabic. Similarly, it is a decisive revelation from our 
Lord, as He said [as translated to]: "Indeed, We have sent it down as an Arabic Qur’an that you 
might understand” [Qur'an 12:2]. And He said [as translated to]: "And indeed, it [the Qur’an] is 
the revelation of the Lord of the worlds. The Trustworthy Spirit has brought it down upon your 
heart, [O0 Muhammad] - that you may be of the warners - in a clear Arabic language" [Quran 
26:192-195]. 


Since the correctness of what we have said has been clearly demonstrated - by the evidence we 
have cited and the proofs we have presented - it is necessary that the meanings of the Book of 
Allah, revealed to our Prophet Muhammad *, should be consistent with the meanings of the 
speech of the Arabs. Its apparent meaning should correspond to the apparent meaning of 
their speech, and even though the Book of Allah surpasses all other speech and expression in

However, when it is asked, 'How did He place 
His foot and how did He laugh?’ we say: 'This is not to be interpreted, and we have not heard

The 
methodology of As-Salaf (may Allah have mercy on them all) is to affirm these attributes, 
accept them in the apparent meaning, and reject inquiries about how they are. Some groups, 
however, have rejected them and denied what Allah has affirmed [Jahmiyyah and their likes]. 
Others among those who affirm have delved into questions about modality [Mushabbihah]. 


The commendable approach is the middle way between the two extremes. This is because 
discussing attributes is a branch of discussing Ad-Dhat (the Essence). Affirming the Essence is an 
affirmation of existence, not an affirmation of modality. Similarly, affirming the attributes is only 
an affirmation because they were affirmed in the texts [revelation]. This is the path As-Salaf 


followed. 


Makhal and Az-Zuhri said: 'Pass on these narrations as they have came.’ If it is asked, 'How can 
one have true faith in something whose reality [modality] we do not comprehend?’ It is answered: 
‘Our faith is correct according to the extent of what we have been commanded, our knowledge 
encompasses what has been obligatory for us to know, even if we do not know the reality of the 
modality of what lies beneath, we have been commanded to believe in the angels of Allah, His 
books, His messengers, the Day of Judgment, Paradise and its pleasures, Hellfire and its torment. It 
is known that we do not have complete knowledge of all the details, but we have been commanded.

“If someone were to say: What is the proper approach with regard to the meanings of these 
attributes that you have mentioned, some of which are mentioned in the Book and revelation of 
Allah (#) and some were mentioned by the Messenger of Allah (#5)? 

Our response is: The correct approach in our view is to affirm the meaning in a real sense 
based on what we understand from the perspective of affirmation, and negating resemblance 
as Allah (*) negated that for Himself in the Quran (as translated to): “There is nothing like 
unto Him, and He is the All-Hearer, the All-Seer” [Qur’an 42:11] It is said: Allah is [named] 
Sami‘ (Hearing) and Basir (Seeing), and He has hearing and sight because it is not conceivable 
in language, intellect, customary usage, and convention that there is a being named Sami 
(Hearing) and Basir (Seeing) except to the one who has hearing and sight. As we mentioned 
before, it is not known to say, "He is" except to affirm that He is an existing. We said, and our 
opponents on this point: "He is" means the affirmation [of existence] based on what is conceivable 
in the meaning of affirmation, not negation. This applies to all names and meanings we have 
discussed. Furthermore, 'Sami“ (Hearing) is a derived name from 'Sami‘a' (to hear), and 'Basir' 
(Seeing) is derived from 'Absara’ (to see). If it is acceptable to say, "He hears and sees" for someone 
who has neither hearing nor sight, then it is acceptable to say, "He speaks for the one who has no 
speech," "He showed mercy for the one who has no mercy,” and "He punishes the one who has no 
punishment.” In referring to all those who agree and disagree, the statements: "He speaks for the 


one who has no speech,” or "He has mercy for the one who has no mercy," or "He punishes the one 
who has no punishment." are clear evidence against the error of the one who says, "He hears for the 


one who has no hearing," and "He sees for the one who has no sight." So we affirm all of the 


meanings [of the attributes] that we said are mentioned in the reports and the Qur’an and 


the revelation based on what is understood from their apparent meaning, and we reject any 
likening of Him to His creation. Hence we say: He (*) hears all sounds, but not through a hole in 


an ear or through a limb like those of the sons of Adam. Similarly, He sees all people with sight that 
is not like the sight of the sons of Adam, which is through a limb (physical faculty) of theirs. He has 
two Hands, a Right Hand, and Fingers, but not limbs; rather His two Hands are outstretched, 
bestowing blessings upon creation, not withholding good. And He has a Face, but it is not like the 
physical faces of the creation that are made of flesh and blood. We say that He laughs upon 
whomever He will of His creation, but we do not say that this is with showing teeth (like a human 
laugh); and He descends [Yahbitu, he used another word for Nuzūl] every night to the lowest

A hand, hearing, sight - without discussing how or saying it is like their (attributes), this is 
not likening Him to His creation; rather it is as Allah, may He be exalted, says in His Book 
(interpretation of the meaning): “There is nothing like unto Him, and He is the Hearing, the 
Seeing” [Ash-Shara 42:11].”*” 


132 - Imam Ahmad „Jai at! 44a while talking about Jahm Ibn Safwan, said : 

“So he built the foundations of his words upon these verses. He interpreted the Quran in 
opposition to its (real) interpretation, and he rejected the ahadith of the Messenger of Allah 
(=). He claimed that whoever described Allah with what He has described Himself with in 
His Book, or what His Messenger has narrated from Him is a kafir and from the 
Mushabbihah. And by his words he misguided many people. Some of the companions of Abū

He would say: O my Lord! bring me near this (tree) so that I may 
enjoy its shade and drink from its water. I shall not ask Thee for anything else. He (Allah) would 
say: O son of Adam! did you not promise Me that you would not ask Me anything else? He would 
say: Yes, my Lord, but I shall not ask Thee for anything else. His Lord would excuse him for He sees 
something the temptation of which he could not resist. He (Allah) would bring him near to it, and 
when He would bring him near it he would hear the voices of the inhabitants of the Paradise. He 
would say: O my Lord! admit me to it. He (Allah) would say: O son of Adam, what will bring an 
end to your requests to Me? Will it please you if I give you the whole world and a like one along 
with it? He will say: O my Lord! art Thou mocking at me, though Thou art the Lord of the 
worlds? Ibn Mas'ud laughed and asked (the hearers): Why don't you ask me what I am laughing at. 
They (then) said: Why do you laugh? He said: It is in this way that the Messenger of Allah (#4) 
laughed. They [the companions of the Prophet *] asked: Why do you laugh O Messenger of 
Allah? He said: On account of the laugh of the Lord of the worlds, when he (desirer of 
Paradise) said: Thou mocking at me though Thou art the Lord of the worlds? He would say: 


"I am not mocking you, but I have power to do whatever I will.”

where our Lord was before creating the heavens, and that Hell will not be filled until your 
Lord, Exalted and Glorified be He, places His foot on it, causing it to say, "Enough, enough,” 
and similar narrations. Abū ‘Ubayd said: “These narrations are authentic, transmitted by 
Ashab (people of) Al-Hadith and the Fuqah@ (scholars) from each other. They [these 


narrations] are indeed true for us, and we have no doubt about them. However, when it is 
asked, 'How did He place His foot and how did He laugh?’ we say: 'This is not to be interpreted, 


and we have not heard anyone explaining it.” 


168 - Abu Huraira reported: The Messenger of Allah, peace and blessings be upon him, said, 
“When Allah completed the creation, He wrote in His book with Him upon the Throne: Verily, 


My mercy prevails over My wrath.”*” 


169 - Imam ‘Abdullah Ibn Ahmad 4s) 4aa) said: I heard Abū Ma‘mar Al-Hudhali saying: 
“Whoever claims that Allah does not speak, hear, see, become angry, or become pleased - and he 
mentioned other attributes -, then he is a disbeliever in Allah *.

"Does it have roots?” And he says "No." So it's said "Then you have no palm tree." 


[Likewise], these Jahmiyyah are told, "Do you have a god?” They say "Yes.” So they're asked 
"Does he speak?” They say "No". So they're asked "Does he have a hand?" They say "No." So 
they're asked "Does he have a foot?” They say "No." So they're asked "Does he have a finger?” 
They say "No." So they're asked "Does he get pleased and angry?” They say "No." So it's said 


to them, "Then you have no god.""” 


171 - Imam Aba Dawud 4 44a) reported: 

Aba Yanus Sulaym bin Jubayr, servant of Aba Hurayrah “© úl (2), said : 

I heard Aba Hurayrah (te &l 2») recite this verse [as translated] : "Indeed, Allah commands you 
to render trusts to whom they are due" up to "Indeed, Allah is ever Hearing and Seeing.” [Quran 
4:58]. He said : I saw the Messenger of Allah (#) putting his thumb on his ear and finger on his eye. 
Abū Hurayrah (Aic ŭl 25): I saw the Messenger of Allah (#) reciting this verse and putting 
his fingers. Ibn Yūnus said that Al-Mugqri’ said: "Allah is Hearing and Seeing which means 
that Allah has Hearing and Sight."” Abū Dawud said: “This is a refutation of the 
Jahmiyyah.”"” 


172 - Yanus Ibn ‘Abdu Al-’A‘la Al-Misri 4) 44a) said : 

I heard Imam Ash-Shāfi“ī 40) 44a, was asked about the attributes of Allah and what one should 
believe in. He said: 

“Allah, Blessed and Exalted be He, has Names and Attributes that are mentioned in His Book and 
conveyed by His Prophet # to his ummah. No one among the creation of Allah whom the proof 
is established upon them, that the Qur'an was revealed with them, and it is affirmed by the 
saying of the Prophet * as transmitted by just and trustworthy narrators, should deny them 
[Allah’s names and attributes]. Whoever opposes them [Allah’s names and attributes] after 
the proof has been established upon him is a kafir (disbeliever). As for before the establishment 
of proof in terms of reports, one is excused due to ignorance, because that knowledge [of these 


names and attributes] cannot be attained through reason, sight, or intuition. [Some of] the reports 


about Allah, the Sublime and the Exalted, that have reached us: that He hears [All-Hearing], and

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that He has Hands, according to His saying (as translated to) : ‘Rather, both His Hands are

He has a Face according to His statement (as translated to) : ‘Everything will perish except 


His Face’ [Qur’an 28:88], and His statement ‘And there will remain the Face of your Lord, 


Owner of Majesty and Honor’ [Qur’an 55:27], and that He has a Foot according to the hadith 


Hellfire, and that He laughs at His believing servant according to the hadith of the Prophet 
to the one who was killed in the cause of Allah: ‘Verily, he met Allah while He laughs to 
him’ [Sahih Al-Bukhari 2826], and that He descends to the lower heaven every night, as 
informed by the Messenger of Allah # [Sahih Muslim 758], and that He is not one-eyed, 
according the hadith of the Prophet _ when he mentioned the Dajjal, saying, ‘He is 
one-eyed, and your Lord is not one-eyed’ [Sahih Muslim 2933], and that the believers will see 
their Lord on the Day of Resurrection with their own eyes, just as they see the full moon ona 
clear night [Sahih Al-Bukhari 7436], and that He has Fingers according to the saying of the 
Prophet * : ‘There is no heart except that it is between two Fingers of the fingers of the 


Most Merciful, Exalted and Glorious’ [Sunan Ibn Majah 199]. These are the attributes with 
which Allah has described Himself and with which His Messenger *# has described Him, their 


reality can’t be known through reason and sight. Thus, no one is labeled kafir (disbeliever) out of 
ignorance except after receiving the reports about them. And if the aforementioned was a 
report [from the Prophet *] then it takes the same standing as if he heard it directly from 
the Messenger #4, and it is obligatory on him to affirm its reality and testify for it just as he 
heard it. However, these attributes are affirmed while negating any resemblance, just as Allah has 
negated it about Himself, saying, “There is nothing like unto Him, and He is the Hearing, the 


Seeing.””””?

Conclusion

179 - Ibn Battah ù 44a) Transmitted the Ijma: 

The people of affirmation from Ahl al-Sunnah are unanimously agreed upon the following: 
Affirming the Oneness of Allah (Tawhid) and the Prophethood (Risalah). That faith (Iman) is 
composed of speech, action, and intention. That the Quran is the word of Allah, not created. That 
whatever Allah wills happens, and whatever He does not will does not happen. That Allah is the 
Creator of both good and evil and their determiner. That Allah will be seen on the Day of 
Judgment. That Paradise and Hell are created and will remain as long as Allah wills them to exist. 
That Allah is on His Throne, distinct from His creation, and His knowledge encompasses all 
things. That Allah is eternal, with no beginning, no end, and no limit, with His complete 
attributes. He has always been knowledgeable, speaking, hearing, seeing, living, and forbearing. He 
knew what would occur before it happened and determined all things before creating them. They 
unanimously agreed on the leadership (Imamate) of Abu Bakr, Umar, Uthman, and Ali (peace be 
upon them). And they give precedence to the first two caliphs (Abu Bakr and Umar). They also 
unanimously agreed that the ten who were promised Paradise are certainly and undoubtedly in

Paradise.

“I met more than a thousand men from among the people of knowledge: the people of Hijaz, 
Mecca, Medina, and Kufa... I met them repeatedly, generation after generation... I encountered 
them while they were abundant, for more than forty-six years...” Then he mentioned the names of 
the scholars he met in those regions and then said: “We sufficed with naming these to keep it brief... 
I did not see any one of them differing on these matters...” He mentioned the creed of Ahl 
al-Sunnah, including his statement: “The Qur’an is the speech of Allah, not created,” citing the 
verse: “Indeed, your Lord is Allah, who created the heavens and the earth in six days and then 
established Himself above the Throne. He covers the night with the day, chasing it rapidly...” 
(Al-A’raf: 54)."°

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181 - Abū Muhammad ‘Abd al-Rahmān ibn Abi Hatim, may Allah have mercy on them both, 
said: 

"I asked my father (d. 277 AH) and Abū Zur‘ah (d. 264 AH) about the beliefs of Ahl al-Sunnah 
(the people of the Sunnah) in the fundamentals of the religion, and about what they found the 


scholars upon in all the regions, and what they themselves believed regarding that. 


They said: “We found the scholars in all the regions—Hijaz, ‘Iraq, Sham, and Yemen—and part of 
their creed was...” They then mentioned the beliefs of Ahl al-Sunnah in most of the chapters of 


creed, including: 


That Allah is above His Throne, separate from His creation, as He described Himself in His Book 
and on the tongue of His Messenger (#*), without [asking] how; He encompasses everything in 
knowledge {There is nothing like unto Him, and He is the All-Hearing, the All-Seeing} [Quran, 
42:11]. And that He, blessed and exalted, will be seen in the Hereafter... They will hear His speech 


however He wills, and in whatever manner He wills... until the end of the creed.""”
